Mr. Trowbridge also read a 
letter from the City Solicitor in which 
lie stated that the matter was compli-

gated. Alderman Trowbridge then 
moved to recommit the report and ac- 
companying order. Alderman Web- 
titer said there was no need to recom- 
mit the matter as it had received 
careful consideration by the commit- 
tee.

Alderman Mellen said the solicitor’s

Alderman Webster said there was 
too much before the committee now. 
This company was willing to build 
the streets with the help of the city 
on the drainage. The recommitment 
was solely for purposes of delay and 
it was a matter for the board to settle. ( 

Alderman Day favored recommit- : 
ment and printing of the order. He I 
suggested that the minority had not 
had time to consider the matter. 

Alderman Webster said the minority 
had been fairly treated. The draft of 
order had been considered by para- 
graphs. The Newton road had refused 
to give over $6000 last year for the 
Waban location; this location calls 
for $15,000. On Washington street, 
the Newton road refused to give over 
$25,000, this order calls for $41,000. 

Alderman Hutchinson was surprised 
that anv committee would report an 
order with doubts as to its legality. 
He believed that Wabau was not 
united on this matter and that it 
would be a mistake to act hastily. 

Mr. Slocum, when called upon said 
he would require but a few days to 
consider the matter. 

Alderman Trowbridge said the So- 
licitor has not had time to thoroughly 
consider the matter. There would be 
plenty of time to decide the matter 
before the annual vacation. Alderman 
Carter said that the committee had 
not sufficiently considered the order, 
and Alderman Webster believed the 
same result would be reached by tab- 
ling, as the Solicitor would report di- 
rectly to the board.

A motion to require the printing of 
the order in its present draft was op- 
posed by Aldermen Mellen and Trow- 
bridge, and also defeated. The re- 
port and order were then recommitted 
to the Public Franchise Committee. 
Similar action was taken on the ma- 
jority report granting leaye to with- 
draw on the petition of the Wellesley 
& Boston St. Rwy. Co. for a location 
on Beacon and Chestnut streets. 

A recess was then taken to allow the 
Committee on Rules to hold a session, 
and upon reassembling, the following 
orders were adopted: 

Granting the Boston & Worcester 
Co. until Jan. 1, 1903, to complete 
Boylston street location; for appoint- 
ment of select committee to consider 
method of procedure in matters of ap- 
propriations and grants; authorizing 
concrete sidewalk on Elm road: au- 
thorizing water mains in John street, 
($280), and Rossmere street, ($185); 
taking land in Wade street for drain; 
authorizing receipt of $179.51 from H. 
L. Burrage on account of sewer in 
Temple street; authorizing sewer in 
Edinboro and Temple streets; author- 
izing issue of $35,000 in water bonds; 
and sewer construction 111 Mill street, 
Upland and Oak wood roads, 

Alderman Ensign opposed the 
orders taking lands and authorizing 
sewer construction in Adams and 
Chandler streets, saving that these 
were old matters which had been be- 
fore the board in former years. No 
one asks for them among the abuttors, 
and there are no complaints on ac- 
count of health. The streets are not 40 
feet wide and there is no necessity for 
this action at present. The attorneys 
for the abuttors might cause consider- 
able trouble by claiming damage for 
the land taken for these sewers. 

Alderman Barber believed the city I 
could afford to wait, and thought 
other parts of the city needed sewers 
more than this. 

Alderman Hutchinson said that if 
it was wise for the city to install a j 
sewer system it ought to be gov- I 
erned by the request of the board of I 
health In matters of extension, j 
Definite complaints have been made ! 
to the health department, and there ! 
need be no fear as to damages for the 
easement, as the city had done this 
very thing many times in the past. 
The attorney for the remonstrants 
did not object to the sewer as a sewer, 
as he used it simply to force the issue 
of accepting the streets, 

Alderman Saltonstall said it is pos- 
sible that some trouble might be 
made over the taking of the ease- 
ment, but believed the damage would 
not exceed the sewer assessments. 

Aldermen Brown and Weldon both 
made brief speeches in favor of the 
orders, the former stating that the 
contagious wards at the hospital 
were crowded last year, principally 
from the Nonantum district. 

Alderman Ensign thought the 
board should understand the matter 
as to the possible damage, and said 
that while the health board does its 
duty in bringing the matter to the 
aldermen, the latter were the final 
judges. 

Alderman Chesley said there had 
been no trouble in the past over 
similar cases and believed the sewer 
should be built. 

The orders were then adopted, 
Aldermen Baker. Barber, Ensign, 
Hubbard and Webster voting in the 
negative, 

Alderman Saltonstall presented a 
communication relative to a footbridge 
over the railroad at Chestnut Hill and 
the City Engineer was instructed to 
report on the matter at the next meet- 
ing of the Public Works committee. 

The proposed change in the Fire 
Dept, ordinance was passed to be 
enrolled. 

On motion of Alderman Weldon, 
the petition of Harry Brown for a 
junk license was taken from the files ' 
and granted, upon explanation that 
the applicant was a resident of New- 
ton. 

The order establishing the salaries 
in the police department after June 
1st. at $2 per day for the probationary 
period of six months, ?2.25 per day 
for both reserve and regulars for the 
first year, $2.50 for both reserve and 
regulars for the next 2 years and that 
regulars receive thereafter $3 per day 
and reserves $2.75 per day was adopt- 
ed, Alderman Ensign saying he was 
opposed to any increase in salaries, 
but would not Oppose the wishes of the 
mayor in the matter. 

And at 10.19 p, m. the board ad- 
journed.

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MEMORIAL DAY 

Appropriately Celebrated 
In Newton. 

Patriotic Speeches at Banquet 
In Temple Hall. 

The Memorial Day program as pub- 
lished last week was followed quite 
closely by the G. A. R., last Friday, 
with the pathetic exception that the 
Post was called upon to bury the 
* body of an old soldier, Jeremiah E. 
Earl, who died at the Newton hos- 
pital. The interment was made in 
the Soldiers’ lot at the Newton ceme- 
tery. 

The Post was busy all the morning 
in decorating the graves of their 
fallen comrades, and then lunched at 
Newton Highlands, where the after- 
noon parade was formed near the 
Hyde school at 1.30 o’clock.

Arriving at the cemetery, the vari- 
ous organizations took their positions 
around the Soldiers' monument, and 
prayer was offered by Rev. E. F. Snell 
of West Newton. 

Rev. L. H. Dorchester of Newton 
Centre then delivered an impressive 
and eloquent address, taking as his 
subject the values and blessings of 
life giving. He illustrated his ad- 
dress with a be autiful story of the 
growth of forget-me-nots on barren 
Morris Island after the battle of Fort 
Wagner, caused by the enrichment 
of the soil from that bloody conflict, 
and drew the moral that our country 
has received the full benefit from 
the sacrifices and cost of the Civil 
War. 

Commander C. S. Ober then read 
the Gettysburg oration of President 
Lincoln, followed by the singing of 
America by the people. 

Rev. Calvin Cutler of Auburndale 
then said the benediction and the 
exercises closed with the sounding 
of taps and the booming of cation. 

The procession then reformed and 
marched to the drill field in the rear 
of the High school where dress parade 
was formed, Capt. E. R. Springer be- 
ing theTeviewing office. The High 
school battalion then marched to the 
drill hall, where dinner was served, 
and the Post and invited guests pro- 
ceeded to Temple hall, where a sub- 
stantial repast was provided, under 
the dirccticn of the Daughters of 
Veterans. 

Commander Ober presided and after 
cigars had been lighted, opened the 
speechmaking by extending a wel- 
come to the guests, saying in part: 

Another “Memorial Day,’’ with its 
sad duties and recollections has come. 
By tne addition of new members our 
ranks are as full now as one year 
ago. 

Several of our comrades have re- 
sponded to the last call since that 
time; we miss them and think of 
them with honor and pride. 

We have alike with this whole Na- 
tion been called to tnourn the loss of 
our Comrade, Soldier, Statesman and 
President, the Honorable Win. Mc- 
Kinley, (Post, arise and stand a 
moment in silent salute). We revere 
his memory, we applaud his noble 
life and virtues, we confide in his 
successor; we are proud to be num- 
bered as American citizens; aiul we 
believe this Nation has done more for 
those who fought her battles than any 
other Nation has dme for its soldiers. 
We think her liberality to those who 
were aimed and disabled by war has 
been magnanimous and this Post has 
no favors to ask or fault to find.

' THE ’ WABAN LOCATION. 

The favorable report by the Com- 
mittee on Public Franchises, of a lo- 
cation to the Waltham Street Rail- 
way Company, through Lower Falls 
and Waban, on certain conditions 
regarding the widening and construc- 
tion of streets, will occasion much 
comment. 

We will not discuss at this time the 
wisdom of granting a location to a 
competing company within the teri- 
tory now served by the consolidated 
Newton companies. A question which 
is of more interest, we take it, to 
those directly concerned in the street 
railway business, than to the general 
public. But we do desire, at this 
time to present the view of the mat- 
ter as it will undoubtedly appeal to 
the average taxpayer, affecting the 
financial condition of the City of 
Newton. 

The location as reported, requires 
the city to pay all the expense of 
drainage in the streets which it is 
propused to widen and rebuild. This 
involves not only the construction 
of surface drains and catchbasins, but 
also the building of adequate outlets 
either to the river or to some conven- 
ient brook. At present Concord, 
Beacon and Woodward streets are 
practically country roads, partly 
■without sidewalks, and with absolute- 
ly no system of drainage. The widen- 
ing of these streets, the location of 
a. car track, and the building of side- 
walks, will naturally confine the sur- 
face water (now soaking naturally 
away), to the limits of the new street. 

While the expense of the whole of 
this work has not yet been estimated, 
it was reported last year that the ex- 
pense in Beacon street alone would 
be $20,000. With Concord and Wood- 
ward streets added, this estimate may 
easily reach $60,000. 

We earnestly protest against any 
proposition which entails any such 
expense upon the city at this time. 
The land damages and drainage of 
Boylston street will figure about 
$50,000, and must be met immediate- 
ly. Steps have already been taken 
towards a new fire station at Chest- 
nut Hill, involving an expense of 
nearly $20,000, an I the improvement 
of Laundry brook at Newtonville, at 
an outlay of over $10,000, also de- 
mands prompt attention. With a 
debt limit of about $100,000 we 
submit that the city is in no condi- 
tion to enter upon any street railway 
'-enterprises involving expense to the 
vlaxpayers. 

There is nothing in the situation to 
warrant the claim that there is a 
strong popular demand' for this line 
of railway at present. It is also cer- 
tain that this location will always be 
of value from a street railway stand- 
point, and consequently as much of a 
valaable asset to the city in the future 
as at present. 

It would seem therefor, that tiie 
city lias absolutely nothing to lose 
by deferring this matter until some I 
company will take this location with- 
out any expense to the taxpayers 
whatever, or until the city itself is 
in a better financial condition than 
at present. 

While it may seem a far cry to the 
September caucuses, the hard fact is 
very much in evidence that the lines 
are tightening rapidly in the mutter 
of candidates for the lieutenant gov- 
ernorship nomination of the Repub- 
lican party.

Graduates Prepared To 
Enter the Field. 

Exercises of 77th Year At 
Baptist Institution. 

The seventy-seventh anniversary of 
the Newton Theological Institution 
was marked appropriately by com- 
mencement exercises of unusual in- 
terest. 

Pres. Nathan D. Wood delivered a 
baccalaureate sermon Sunday morn- 
ing at 10,30. in the First Baptist 
church, Newton Centre, taking for 
his text: Matt. V, 8th: “Blessed are 
the pure in heart for they shall see 
God.” 

On Monday at 3 p. m. there was an 
examination of the junior class in Old 
Testament by Prof. Brown. 

At 10 a. m. Tuesday there was an 
examination of the middle class in 
systematic theology; at 3 p. in. an ex- 
amination of the senior class in 
church history and at 7.45 p. in, in 
the First Baptist church, Newton Cen- 
tre, an address before the Knowles 
rhetorical society by Rev. Dr, Russell 
H. Con well of Philadelphia. 

The fourth day, (Wednesday ), opened 
at 9 a. in., when the annual meeting 
of the Backus Historical Society was 
held in Colby hall. These officers 
were chosen: President, Rev. E. F. 
Merriam of Boston ; secretary, Rev. J. 
M. English of Newton Centre. The 
last year’s board of councilors were all 
re-elected with the exception of Rev. 
C. L. White of New Hampshire, who 
retires on account of a change of resi- 
dence. Rev. O. C. Sargent was 
chosen to fill the position. 

At 10.30 the members of the alumni 
and friends of the Institution gath- 
ered in the First Baptist church of 
Newton Centre, where they were ad- 
dressed by Pres. William Jewett Tuck- ; 
er, D.D. L.L.D., of Dartmouth Col- j 
lege. 

He spoke on “Some of the Under- 
valued or insufficiently Used Minis- 
tries in the Modern Church.” 

At 12 noon a class meeting of the 
alumni was held, which was followed 
at 1 by the customary alumni dinner 
held in Sturtevaut hall, followed by 
addresses from the alumni and guests, 
and the election of three trustees. 

At 4.45 there was a memorial tree 
planting by the Class of 1877, fol- 
lowed by an outdoor service. Wed- 
nesday evening at the First church. 
Rev. Henry Crocker, ’70, of Chester, 
Vt., delivered the annual oration be- 
fore the alumni association. 

The unfurling of a fiag from a staff 
on Colby hall at 4.30 was part of the 
impressive exercises in charge of 
Rev. Everett D. Burr, pastor of the 
Newton Centre Baptist church. A 
ceremony of equal interest was the 
dedication of “Pilgrim path,” which 
skirts the brow of Institution hill for 
three-fourths of a mile. 

In this connection there were ad- 
dresses by Rev. W. H. Pinkhum of 
Watertown, Rev. Ira Hardy of Acadia 
college and Pres. Wood. G. A. Gordh 
of the senior class read an original 
poem. 

Memorial trees were planted near

Small Pox In Newton. 

Last Thursday afternoon, notice 
was received by the board of health 
of two cases of small pox in Ward 7.

It appears that Dr. Houghton 
called Dr. McIntosh in consultation 
for a suspicious case in Winchester, 
which was later declared to be small 
pox by the Boston expert. Dr. Shea. 

Dr. Houghton and Dr. McIntosh 
were both indisposed about the same 
time, ami Dr. Keith was consulted. 
At his suggestion the residence of Dr. 
McIntosh was taken for a hospial.and 
Dr. Houghton driven over from Win- 
chester to Newton in his own carriage. 
The two 'patients are now under po- 
lice quarantine, and as both cases 
are light. Dr. Keith’s services are 
not needed. Two nurses and an im- 
mune complete the household, as the 
family of Dr. McIntosh left the house 
before there was any danger of con- 
tagion. 

There was considerable popular in- 
dignation expressed about the village 
of Nftwton late last week, but as the 
facts became known much sympathy 
has developed for Dr. McIntosh, 
who has but recently resumed prac- 
tise after a long sickness.

Samuel Meutz and Harry Harris, 
butlx of Salem street, Boston, had a 
spill off Norumbega park about 6 
o’clock. They were dragged out by 
Patrolman ChaLssou and were none 
tlie worse for their experience. 


BOYLSTON STREET. 

Work of Widening Now 
In Progress. 

Brief Description of This Im- 
portant Undertaking. 


The entire city is interested in 
the great Improvement now taking 
place in Boy' sion street. Here it will 
be remembered, the Boston and Wor- 
cester Street Railway Company is 
engaged in the construction of a nine- 
ty foot boulevard, with two roadways, 
gutters and sidewalks, and a central 
reservation, in return for the location 
of a double track for its electric rail- 
way. 

The compani' bears the expense of 
the entire work to a finished sub- 
grade, with the exception of the 
drainage and a portion of the land 
damages, borne by the city. 

The undertaking is estimated to 
cost upwards of 5225,000, and a visit 
to the work gives a comprehensive 
idea of its magnitude. 

Entering the work from the Brook- 
line end, where the street is but 65 
feet in width, one notes that the 
width in Newton is 90 feet, and that 
the double roadways, one on each side 
of a central reservation, and the out- 
lying sidewalks, are fairly well out- 
lined. Careful investigation will 
also show the shallow depressions in 
the center space, intended for the 
sleepers and rails for electric cars. 

A short distance from the Brookline 
line, a gang of city employees are 
at work constructing a culvert for a 
small stream bearing the euphonious 
title of Saw Mill Brook. The grades 
of the new Boylston street will not 
allow the construction of the usual 
arched top culverts, and the ingenuity 
of City Engineer Farnham has de- 
vised a fiat top of concrete, strength- 
ened with iron rods. 

For about a half mile the street 
passes through some beautiful woods, 
filled with rocks and boulders in pic- 
turesque confusion. Work *in this 
district is fairly well along, drills 
being at work in but one or two 
places, although the places requiring 
any considerable amount of filling 
have not yet been touched. 

At the village of Thompsonville, 
the work appears to be in chaotic 
condition, although the men and 
horses, steam boilers and tip carts 
are all at their proper tasks. Here 
men can be seen drilling holes in 
the ledges whfleh crop out in every 
direction, there, the drilled holes are 
being charged with the deadly dyna- 
mite, and over yonder the broken 
stone is being carted to convenient 
dumping places. 

At this point the houses are quite 
numerous, but the plan does not touch 
those on the south side. On the 
north side, however, they have all 
been removed to new locations. Far- 
ther down the hill, the houses cease, 
and the men are busily engaged in 
grubbing up the stumps and roots of 
the numerous trees which have been 
cut down in the onward path of 
improvement. 

The former steep grade of the hill 
has been partially overcome and the 
hollow at its base has been filled sev- 
eral feet. 

The construction track from the 
gravel pit on Needham street, ends 
at this point. 

One also notes the roots of a mag- 
nificent elm, which the irresistible 
dynamite has shown to have grown 
directly upon the top of a ledge, the 
tangled bunch of roots not being over 
two feet in thickness, and closely 
matted together. 

In the meadow at the foot of this 
hill and extending to Newton High- 
lands, the filling has been nearly 
accomplished, and a fair idea of the 
completed work can be obtained. 

At Winchester street the construc- 
tion track leaves Boylsto n street on 
its way to Needham street gravel pit, 
where a steam shovel fills its cars 
with one scoop. Between Winchester 
street and the railroad crossing, but 
little has been accomplished in the 
matter of street construction on ac- 
count of the tracks of the Common- 
wealth Ave. Street Railway Co. 
about which .negotiations are now in 
progress. 

Across the railroad, the old street 
was quite wide and but litle change 
is noted with the exception of the loss 
of the beautiful trees opposite the 
truck house. Commissioner Ross 
has tried to remedy the matter by 
settiug out some healthy young trees 
on the new lines. 

In the valley just west of Woodward 
street, one of the most important en- 
gineering problems was encountered, 
in caring for the water of a small 
brook which crosses at this point. 
The soil is a beautiful muck. The 
kind that sticks closer than a brother 
to rubber boots, and reminds one of 
the okl fashioned pig pens of the 
country farm. In preparing a foun- 
dation for the necessary culvert, piles 
were driven to a depth of over thirty 
feet in parallel lines and capped and 
bolted together, thus forming a basis 
upon which to construct the culvert. 

The railroad bridge will not be 
widened to correspond to the widen- 
ing the street and the south roadway 
will have to be abandoned and turned 
across the ceuter reservation at this 
place. 

Ascending the hill into the Upper 
Falls, the work is being busily pushed 
on the Pierce estate where most of 
the widening is to be made. This 
hill is by far the most expensive part 
of the improvement as far as laud 
damages is concerned, the new lines 
coming close to the residences on the 
south side of the street, and the lower 
grade making the new approaches to 
the houses a dill) cult matter. 

Down the hill on the westerly side, 
the pleasant old fashioned cuttages on 
Richardson place are almost buried 
by the change in grade, although 
the grade of Boylston street itself 
has been greatly improved. Prepara- 
tions are being made to move the 
Sullivan house at the corner of Chest- 
nut street, and work can then be 
brought to a point within sight of 
the river. 

Beyond Chestnut street, considera- 
ble trouble will probably be had with 


[ one owner whose house stands In the 
line of the improvement and who 
l has refused to settle, and with the 
Metropolitan Park Commission, which 
controls the river banks.

Our 
greatest danger is in the worldli- 
ness and indifference of Christians. 

It is still true that if we follow the 
Master we must take up the cross.and 
only in so doing can we help to make 
His Kingdom coine.

URADUATINO EXERCISES. 

Graduating exercises were held at 
11 Tuesday morning in the Auburn- 
dale Congregational church and were 
attended by nearly 500.

We reach beyond it to what 
we are to attain beyond. It sometimes 
happens that when a ship gets on a 
lee shore and cannot get away that 
the sailors take the anchor out far 
ahead, and by means of the windlass 
pull the ship out to it. That is what 
we precisely have to do; to throw 
ahead and carry ourselves out beyond. 
The essential things of life are in the 
past as well as in the future. 

“In describing a successful life 
it has been said, ‘A successful life 
is a life that a man’s neighbor would 
like to have him live over again.’ To 
my mind a successful life is a life 
a man does not have to live over 
again, but a life that a man lives on. 
A successful life can ‘only be when 
you shall say, ‘This motive shall be 
my eternal motive,,’ We build on the 
past up into the future.”

Sam Powers' Puzzle. 
Representative Sam Powers of 
Massachusetts, who is serving his 
first term in Congress, and by virtue 
of that fact and his personal populari- 
ty is the President of the Tantalus 
Club, had a story to tell the other day 
to illustrate his indecision upon the 
big questions of public policy which 
come up for consideration in the 
House. 

“I come into the House,” said Mr. 
Powers, “and I listen to some man 
making a speech upon one side of an 
important proposition, and he is so 
eloquent and logical I am almost con- 
vinced that he is right and that I 
should vote as he advises. The next 
member who commands attenton is a 
fellow who takes a position exactly 
opposite, and his reasoning is so 
sound that I have to admit that he 
is right. Thus my decision swings 
from one side to another like a pend- 
ulum. My attitude is very much like 
that of a juror up in Massachusetts 
who served in a case I was once in- 
terested in. 

“It was the first time that the man 
had ever served in that capacity. The 
jury, after listening to the arguments 
of counsel, retired and deliberated 
for a long time.

“Why, Your Honor, “exclaimed the 
new juryman, “how in the world do 
you expect the members of the jury 
to agree when the lawyers in the case 
can’t agree themselves?”

State House Letter. 

(Special to the Graphic) 

Boston, June 11. 

The General Court is now on its 
liomc-strctch ill dead earnest, and 
ten or a dozen more legislative days 
ought to finish its work. The Ben- 
ate is holding to dally sessions, and 
the Houhc may be expected to adopt 
an order making each half day ses- 
sion a legislative day at almost any 
time. 

After long days of wearisome dis- 
cussions in hot committee rooms, 
the committee on metropolitan affairs 
has at last favorably reported a bill 
for the construction of subways under 
Washington street, which seem to be 
agreeable to about everybody. The 
chief credit for this must be given 
Senator Jones of Melrose, who has 
done work which entitles him to the 
tli auks of the metropolitan district 
and any recognition which a grate- 
ful Commonwealth has it in its power 
to bestow. The most reasonable 
one, and one which many believe is 
suic to come to him, 3s the presiden- 
cy of next year's senate. If honest, 
painstaking, faithful and persevering 
work gets" its proper recognition, 
this honor will be his. The subway 
bill as finally perfected provides for 
a two-track tunnel under Washing- 
ton street to be leased to the Boston 
Elevated railway company for a term 
of 25 years at a rental of 4 and one- 
half per cent of its cost. Within one 
year of its completion the railway 
and the transit commissioners are to 
decide whether a second subway shall 
be constructed above it, and if they 
fail to agree the question is to be 
referred upon the petition of either 
to the railroad commissioners for 
final decision. This is the only ques- 
tion in relation to the subway which 
is to be submitted to Mr. Bishop’s 
commission under the provisions of 
the bill, as the mayor of Boston final- 
ly carries his point as to the length 
of the lease and its rental, the Ele- j 
vated company agreeing at the re- 
quest of Governor Crane. The bill 
came up for its first day of debate in 
the House on Monday. Representa- 
tive McNary of Boston had tacked 
upon it a provision that the transit 
commissioners’ should widen Pleasant 
street in Boston, which of course 
meant that the Elevated road should 
eventually pay the expense of the 
widening. This was not relished by 
the Elevated people, and doubtless 
it will be eliminated from the measure 
before it is signed by the Governor 
as Mayor Collins disowned it. Then 
Mr. Logan of Boston tacked on 
another provision, that only citizens 
of the United States should be em- 
ployed in the work of construction. 
This would add Si, 200,000 to the 
cost of the tunnel, the transit com- 
missioners say. 

For another year the Clinton water 
compensation question has been 
eliminated from discussions by City 
Solicitor Slocum and his legal asso- 
ciates in the metropolitan district. 
By a decisive vote, the house last 
week declined to fix such a precedent 
as that municipalities shall be com- 
pelled to pay a pcrpetu.il tax for 
water. A somewhat similar question 
is still pending, however, on the 
petition that the Commonwealth shall 
compensate Westminster for land 
taken for the Wachusctt mountain 
state reservation. The town has been 
rather hard hit in recent \'ears, owing 
to its beauty of situation and other 
reasons. Not only was this land 
taken from the reservation but a large 
slice of its territory was taken for a 
water supply for Fitchburg. Then 
Hon. A. L. Harwood’s state board of 
insanity stepped in and gobbled up 
many hundred acres from the new 
colony for the insane, so that if the 
town wants to grow, it will find it- 
self crowding its neighbors. 

Both branches have now passed the 
bill to authorize the city of Newton 
to lay main drains and common 
sewers in a part of Beacon street 
in the city of Boston and to make 
assessments therefor upon certain 
property in the city of Newton. The 
House lias amended the bill so that 
any costs which the city of Boston 
shall be required to pay by reason of 
the sewers and drains being in her 
territory or by reason of any act or 
neglect of the city of Newton in 
placing them therein shall be repaid 
to Boston by Newton. 

A bill reported from Representative 
Dana’s committee on te judiciary was 
under discussion in the Senate on 
Monday.lt provided that all manufac- 
turing corporations should pay the 
wages of their employees in money 
of the United States. It was opposed 
by Senator Jones of Melrose on the 
ground that it was practically special 
legislation directed against t lie Wash- 
burn Sc Moen Company of Worcester 
which has a weekly pay roll of 575,000 
which it pays in checks. This con- 
cern, he said, lias recently set aside 
a large fund, the income of which is 
to be devoted to pensioning aged em- 
ployees. He moved that the bill go 
over to the next General Court, but 
this motion was rejected. He then 
moved to strike out the word, **manu- 
facturiug,” so as to make the bill 
apply to all corporations. This amend- 
ment was adopted. Senator Skinner 
voting yea, and the bill was ordered 
to a third reading. This amendment 
will seriously inconvenience public 
service corporations with employees 
scattered throughout the Common- 
wealth, and it is probable that the 
measure will be killed. 

The first annual report of the met- 
ropolitan water and sewerage board 
is published, and contains much in- 
formation concerning the work going 
on in the district. Sixteen miles of 

the engineering work of the high level 
sewer has been completed. This 
length bus been divided into thirty- 
six contract sections. Of these four 
have been ‘completed, twenty-three 
are now in process of construction, 
and tile remaining nine sections be- 
tween two and three miles in length 
are yet to be contracted for. The re- 
port describes the work of the con- 
struction, section by section, with 
illustrations.

COMMITTEE REPORTS. 

The following committee reports 
were received: 

FINANCE: Recommending issue 

of $50, 000 Boylston street loan, 3 hj 
per cent, due in 1912; recommending 
$750 additonal for school department; 
recommending grant of $247,337.37 for 
city expenses to Sept. I5;recommend- 
ing $300 additional for real estate ex- 
perts, and approving committee rec- 
ommendations for water main in Up- 
land street, and sewer in Chestnut 
street. 

PUBLIC FRANCHISES: 

Recommending granting Common- 
wealth Ave. St. Rwy. Co. locations 
for poles on Lexington and Washing- 
ton streets; (majority) recommend- 
ing conduit location to Tel. Co. in 
Middlesex road and Hammond street, 
as amended; (minority) recommend- 
ing conduit location in Middlesex road 
and Hammond street, as originally 
drafted. 

PUBLIC WORKS: Recommending 
water main in Upland street. $710; 
recommending con:rete sidewalks on 
Bowd'iJn and Fountain streets ; recom- 
mending sewer in Chestnut street; 
recommending petition to Cuunty 
Commissioners relative to foot way 
over railroad at Chestnut Hill, and 
recommending that Mayor be author- 
ized to offer for sale certain lands of 
city. 

RULES. ETC. : Relative to enrol- 
ment of ordinance relating to fire de- 
partment. 

Select Committee on method of pro- 
cedure in appropriating and granting 
money for city expenses. 

The following committee reports 
were accepted : 

PUBLIC FRANCHISES: Recom- 
mending leave to withdraw on peti- 
tion of W. G. Burns for common 
victualler license; on petition of 
Fillipa Vitti, Donato Citrone and 
Guisseppi Mazzo for street musician 
licenses; recommending no action 
necessary on petition of Valendino 
Chiacchia for junk license. 

RULES, etc., recommending ap- 
proval of records o f board. 

WABAN LOCATION. 

Before presenting the majority re- 
port of the Franchise committee upon 
the Waban location, Alderman Trow- 
bridge said that at the Committee 
meeting the representatives of the 
Waltham Co. had virtually said they 
would pay the expense of constructing 
the streets named in the order of lo- 
cation, while the representative of 
the Newton Co. would only be willing 
to pay 815,000 on their original peti- 
tion. Since then he had received a 
letter from Pres. Clallin which was 
read by the clerk. In this letter the 
Wellesley & Boston street railway 
company agree to pay the entire ex- 
pense of a 90 foot boulevard from 
Commonwealth avenue by way of 
Chestnut and Beacon streets to Wash- 
ington street, with double road ways, 
a reserved space, and including entire 
expense of construction, land damages 
and drainage, provided they are grant 
ed a double track location therein. 

Alderman Trowbridge then suggest 
ed reference of the matter to the 
Franchise committee and a recess of 
the board for immediate action of that 
committee. 

Alderman Lothrop opposed a snap 
meeting of the committee, and Aider- 
man Saltonstall said he had come up 
from Marblehead to vote on that mat- 
ter and did not wish any unnecessary 
delay. 

Alderman Trowbridge said he sim- 
ply wished to learn if this new phase 
of the matter would in any way affect 
the present recommendation of the 
committee. 

A ten minute recess was then grant- 
ed, and upon reassembling Alderman 
Trowbridge presented the majority 
report of the Franchise Committee, 
recommending a location through 
Waban and the Lower Falls to the 
Waltham Street Railway Co. Alder- 
man Webster suggested that this mat- 
ter be tabled and the order printed. 
Alderman Hutchinson said that lie 
understood the project involved tiie 
widening of streets and that time 
might be saved by reference to the 
Public Works Committee, and the 
matter was then referred to that 
Committee, the order to be printed 
and a report to be made at the next 
meeting of the board. 

ORDERS. 

The following orders were then 
adopted: , 

Authorizing issue of 850,000 bonds 
for Boylston street, 3 l .> per cent, ten 
years; appropriating $400 additional 
for General appropriation for schools 
and $350 additional for Conveyance 
of Pupils; Granting Commonwealth 
avenue Street Railway Co. pole loca- 
tions on Lexington street and Wash- 
ington street; authorizing water main 
in Upland street, $710; authorizing 
concrete sidewalks on Fountain and 
Dowdoiu streets; authorizing sewer 
in Chestnut street {granting authority 
to Mayor to oiler for sale certain 
lauds owned by city; transferring 
$150 from Maintenance of team to 
Supplies for Police department; au- 
thorizing sale of fireworks for July 
4th, and for observance of June 17th. 

An order appropriating $9,919.88 
for interest on permanent loans was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 

A report from the City Euigueer 
submitting certain sewer assessment s 
was received and the order making 
such assessments adopted without 
reference. 

The ordinance relating to the Fire 
Department was passed to be ordained. 

An order appropriating $300 addi- 
tional for real estate experts by the 
City Solicitor was adopted after 
explanation by Alderman Lothrop 
upon request of Alderman Ensign, 

CONDUIT LOCATIONS. 

Alderman Trowbridge presented 
the order grunting the Telephone Co. 
conduit locations in Middlesex road 
and Hammond street as recommend- 
ed by thy majority of the Franchise 
committee and moved to substitute 
therefor the order as originally pre- 
sented. He then said that the first 
order requires the Company to relin- 
quish its rights in pole locations and 
attachments, while the sccoud does 


not. Mr. Trowbridge said he wan 
in general accord with the npirlt of 
the majority order, but he did not 
sec the necessity of applying it to 
this particular case as there were 
many technical objections. The poles 
on these streets were under three 
distinct ownerships, and on one of 
the telephone poles was a street light, 
lie had been assured by the Tele- 
phone Co. that they would remove nil 
unnecessary wires as soon as possible 
and he did not believe the matter was 
large enough to raise the issue. He 
read a letter from the Telephone 
Company declining to accept the or- 
der under the terms as proposed. 

Alderman Webster said the matter 
was simply that the Telephone Com- 
pany did not wish to trust the city. 
They have complete rights in loca- 
tions held by them and it was only 
by this method that the city could 
compel them to remove poles and 
wires from the streets. By passing 
the majority order the city controls | 
the situation. 

Alderman Brown said that he un- 
derstood that the street would not be 
free from poles if this order was 
adopted, and Alderman Trowbridge 
said that the Gas Co. would undoubt- 
edly have to receive some pole loca- 
ions if it was accepted. 

Alderman Trowbridge’s amendment 
was then defeated and the order of 
the majority adopted. 

On motion of Alderman Webster, a 
hearing was granted to Esther Brick- 
ett before the Franchise Committee on 
June 25 at 8 p. m. 

Alderman Webtser severely criti- 
cized the order granting $247, 337.37 
for city expenses to Sept. 15, saying 
that more information should be 
given the board on such large sums 
of money. 

Alderman Lothrop explained the J 
method pursued by the Finance Com- 
mittee and offered to explain any 
item requested. Alderman Webster 
made numerous inquiries and conclud- 
1 ed with the request that all details 
should be printed. At the request of 
Alderman Hutchinson the debate was 
deferred until t he resolution presented 
by the select committee was before 
the board, and the order was then 
adopted. 

Alderman Hutchinson then presented 
resolutions relative to the method to 
be followed in the matter of appro- 
priations and grants, stating briefly 
that the heads of departments should 
make specific requests of grants, ap- 
proved by the mayor, before the board 
or finance committee should act, and 
that all such requests should become 
part of the papers of the board. 

It was also proposed to have all 
petitions for street lights, sidewalks 
an 3 crosswalk considered by the street 
■ commissioners and mayor and includ- 
ed in the requests for grants. 

| Alderman Hutchinson said that the 
committee did not wish to be dis- 
charged until the proposed plan had 
been tested and he believed this 
plan would place more responsibility 
upon the mayor and street commis- 
sioner and give the board more de- 
tail as to expenditures. 

Alderman Ensign fully endorsed 
the resolutions and said the board 
owed it to their constituents to know 
more of the detail of these grants. 
He believed the charter intended to 
give the mayor more responsibility 
and that he had the time to give at- 
tention to these details and that this 
plan would greatly improve our 
method of government. 

The resolutions were then adopted. 

Alderman Pond then presented the 
order authorizing a petition to the 
County Commissioners for authori- 
ty to lay out a foot way over 
the railroad at Chestnut Hill. 
Alderman Barber asked as to details 
of maintenance and City Engineer 
Farnham when called upon said the 
matter was in a preliminary state 
and this order was part of the pro- 
ceedings. Alderman Ensign thought 
that in the absence of Alderman tial- 
tonstall the matter ought to be post- 
poned. Alderman Pond opposed 
postponement saying that it was 
necessary to act at once if the county 
commissioners were to act before the 
vacation. lie said that the residents 
of Chestnut Hill and the railroad 
were to bear all the expense of con- 
struction and that the detail of main- 
tenance were still in committee. 

Alderman Brown was very much in 
favor of the bridge but did not want 
the city involved as to maintenance. 
Alderman Ensign’s motion to post- 
pone was defeated by a vote of 8 to 9 
and the order was then adopted. 

Alderman Webster opposed the or- 
der prohi biting fire crackers before 
4 a. m. on July 4th, but the order 
was adopted. 

Alderman Webster raised a question 
as to the public convenience to be 
erected in Nouaiitimi square, but 
withdrew his motion when informed 
that the mayor had the matter in 
hand. 

On motion of Alderman ’Trowbridge 
the petitions for street lights now be- 
fore the Franchise Committee were 
recalled and referred to the street 
commissioner. 

Upon motion of Alderman Day the 
offer of the Wellesley A Boston street 
railway company relative to a boule- 
vard through Waban was ordered 
printed after Alderman Trowbridge 
had stated that the first paragraph 
of the letter was an error. 

Alderman Webster then moved that 
when the board adjourns it be to June 
30, at the usual lime, and at 11.33 the 
meeting adjourned. 

Coronation Celebration At Halifax. 

There will be lively times iu Hali- 
fax on June 26th and 27th, when there 
is to be a grand celebration on the 
occasion of the King's coronation. 
Thursday the 26th, will be the prin- 
cipal day, as this is to be the day 
when the military and naval reviews 
take place. Passengers from Boston 
on the Steamer Halifax Tuesday, at 
the 24lli, will be in good season for 
this. Things are lively all along the 
Plant Line at present, and promise !

State House Letter. REAL ENJOYMENT.

Boston, June 18. 

The week opened in a rather quiet 
manner, sessions of the Hounc and 
Senate being delayed until one o’clock 
on Monday, while there was a gen- 
eral understanding that the Senate 
would transact no business of import- 
ance, but would adjourn over until to- 
day, as yesterday was a holiday. The 
only solicitude was on the part of the 
Speaker and the House leaders who 
were anxious to have the Washington 
street subway bill take its final read- 
ing in order that it might reach the 
Senate today. It was put over to to- 
day, however. On Friday, June 6, 
under suspension of the rules men- 
tioned In th i b correspondence last 
week the subway bill was advanced to 
its third reading without debate. 
Twelve days later, June 18, the bill 
stands in exactly the same parlia- 
mentary position as at the previous 
date, the only thing which has hap- 
pened to it being that the ordering to 
a third reading has meanwhile been 
reconsidered and so debate has been 
had' upon various amendments which 
had been proposed. None of these 
amendments has carried, however,and 
the question as to whether or not any | 
of them can he placed upon it is still 
to be decided by the House. 

In consultation with the Attorney- 
General, Representative Schofield of 
Malden, the chairman of the commit- 
tee on metropolitan affairs, has drawn 
certain amendments which may be 
| considered as practically perfecting 
in their character. The most import- 
ant one provides that the terms of the 
, contract between the city of Boston 
I and the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, in so far as they relate to 
the '.construction, maintenance, and 
| operation of a tunnel, subway, and 
j appurtenances shall be in accordance 
with the provisions of the act and 
! such contract between the city and 
i the company shall not be altered by 
I the Legislature to the impairment 
I of the obligation thereof. This 
I change is made as a concession of 
I the attitude of certain members 
I who feel that the state’s right to con- 
I trol the subway, and at some future 
! time if deemed wise, to take posses- 
sion of the elevated railway company 
for state operation was being surrend- 
ed under the terms of the act as 
originally drawn. Other amendments 
which could not be considered per- 
fecting have been offered by Messrs. 
Kiley and Hayes of Boston, Mac- 
Cartney of Rockland, Hayes of Low- 
ell, Garfield of Brockton and others. 
Notwithstanding all the amendments, 
which hardly need to be outlined 
here, as there is small likelihood of 
their being in the bill when it reach- 
es the Governor, there is a general 
feeling that the bill will finally be 
enacted with no amendments except- 
ing such as were suggested by mem- 
bers of the committee on metropoli- 
tan affairs to mane it more perfect in 
its provisions. Hence while it can- 
not be said that the time spent in 
debate upon it thus far and yet to be 
used up in the same process is wasted, 
the debates do not have that effect 
upon the public mind which would 
have been the case if the fate-of the 
bill ivls understood to be in the 
slightest degree jeopardized by them. 

It is not a wise plan to pass bills in 
volving the expenditure of millions 
of dollars without a thorough dis- 
cussion; but still it need hardly be 
said that a great many foolish ideas 
are being advanced in order to make 
reputations for the men who advance 
them. 

The residents of Newton’s next 
neighbor. Brighton, have been get- 
ting as much out of this General 
Court as tlwc of any section in the 
Commonwealth. The representatives 
of this section, with the members 
representing Dorchester, labored 
most faithfully for the success of the 
bill granting district option. While 
there is a human possibility that the 
votcis of Boston may not accept this 
act, the chances are so strong that 
they will, that Brighton people have 
every reason for the satisfaction they 
expressed over its success. 

The House ways and means com- 
mittee has favorably reported the 
bill to provide for a new Union Sta- 
tion at Worcester if the grade cross- 
ing commissioners determine it to 
be essential, so that unless there is a 
very strong opposition on the lloor, 
Mr. Bullard’s work as chairman of 
the committee on railroads may be 
considered as practically finished. 
All the insurance matters have been 
passed upon so that that branch of 
Mr. Dana’s labors is over although 
there are one or two local measures 
still pending upon which he may have 
occasion to speak. Both branches 
have accepted the adverse report on 
the petition of Henry Kitclier, Jr., 
and others for damages to certain 
property in Clinton by the construc- 
tion of the metropolitan water sys- 
tem. The Senate substituted an en- 
grossed bill to provide for the con- 
struction of a second state sanatorium i 
but this may be rejected in the 
House or if not it is likely to lie vetoed 
by the Governor. His Excellency 
may also veto the West Lynn high- 
way bill unless it is previously re- 
jected l»v the Senate, while he is 
likely to take similar action oil the 
bill for the expenditure of $15.00(1 for 
constructing an entrance to East Bay 
at Osterville which the House has re- 
fused to reject as recommended by 
the ways and means committee and 
also a bil for the expenditure of $100, 
000 for state highway construction to 
give employment in times of indus- 
trial depression which has ulso been 
passed along notwithstanding the 1 
opposition of the ways ami means 
committee. The outlook, therefore, 
is that during the next ten days or 
so, several vetoes may serve to give 
spice to the proceedings. 

The 'bill to permit Newton to lay 
sewers iu Beacon street. Boston, was 
passed to he enacted by the Senate 
and sent to the Governor on Monday.

A VALUABLE LOCATION. 

Street railway locations are evi- 
dently considered a valuable posses- 
sion in Newton, and the offer of the 
Wellesley & Boston Co. of a ninety, 
foot boulevard through W aban, free 
■of expense to the city, in return for 
a double track location therein, marks 
the high tide of a movement in this 
direction begun about S years ago. 

From a 57000 contribution towards 
a street widening in 1898 to a com- 
plete boulevard estimated to cost 
nearly $100,000 in 1902 is a long step, 
but one which clearly indicates the 
increasing values of street railway 
locations. 

The present situation at Waban 
is brought about by the favorable 
recommendation by committee of an 
order granting a location to the Wal- 
tham Co. under restrictions which 
call for an expenditure of about $125, 
000 by that company. These restric- 
tions may or may not be accepted, 
but they raise very intricate legal 
problems on Washington street. 
Lower Falls, where the 'tracks par- 
allel those of the Wellesley Co. and 
on Woodward street, Eliot, where 
they parallel those of the Newton & 
Boston Co. These technicalities will 
surely raise so much trouble and cause 
so much delay that it seems to be 
the part of wisdom to take advantage 
of the very generous offer of the local 
company. 

We understand that the local com- 1 
pauies have just made arrangements | 
with the Boston Elevated whereby ; 
the Newton cars are to be taken into 
the Park street subway svithout 
change. It will thus be possible to 
run through cars from the Lower 
Falls, by way of Waban and Com- 
monwealth avenue to the heart of Bos- 
ton. This advantage together with 
the very extensive system of free 
■transfers now in vogue on the New- 
ton system, will have a material bear- 
ing on the case when it is considered 
by the aldermen on June 30th. 

■ONE SESSION OH TWO. 

The remonstrants against the con- 
tinuance of the experiment of one ses- 
sion in the Bigelow district were 
heard by the School Committee this 
week and an early settlement of this 
much debated question may be ex- 
pected. 

The remonstrants frankly admitted 
they were in a minority in the dis- 
trict, but believed that the danger to 
health from the long mental and 
physical strain of a five hour session, 
justified them iti appealing to the 
FChool board for relief. 

This argument was fortified by 
opinions of prominent educator » and 
physicians, ♦and testimony given by 
several parents. 

The protest will have the effect of 
•calling attention to the special legis- 
lation heretofore prevailing for the 
Uigelovr district, and will probably 
result in the adoption of a general 
plan by the'sehuol committee, applica- 
ble to every district in the city. 

The passage of an impossible con 
•duit order by the aldermen last 
week, will result in the retention, in 
the air, of heavy cables and danger- 
ous wires at Chestnut Ilill, which 
the Telephone Co. desired to place 
underground. It is sometimes possi- 
ble to carry a theory, which may be 
correct in principle, to a point where 
its strict application will react on the 
best interests of the public. 

The direct nomination principle 
will at lust have a trial this fall, 
when representatives to the legisla- 
ture in this city and our municipal 
officers will be nominated by direct 
vole. 

The defeat of the pernicious Span- 
ish Veteran Exemption bill is a cause 
of congratulation to tile friends of the 
merit system.

Death of Charles F. Wood. 

Charles F. Wood, for 30 years a resi- 
dent of this city, and formerly asst, 
supt. of the Boston office of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
died Saturday at his home, 79 Jewett 
street. He was 80 years old. He had 
been ill several months suffering with 
a complication of diseases. Mr. Wood 1 
was a native of Alexandria, Va., and 
when young his parents moved to 
Washington. He secured a college 
education and later entered the 
revenue service of the government. 

During the Mexican war he was as- 
sociated with this department as a 
lieutenant. About 1857 he entered the 
employ of the Western Union at Hart- 
ford. Some time afterward he was 
transferred to the Boston office, where 
he eventually became superintendent, 
holding this position many years. 

He was a 32d degree Mason, a 
member of Winslow Lewis lodge of 
Boston, and of Grace Episcopal 
church. 

Funeral services were held at 4 
Tuesday afternoon in Grace Episcopal 
church. Rev, Dr. Shinn and Rev. R. 
K. Smith officiating. The vested 
choir of men and boys sang.

An Old Firm 

With the erection of the new office 
building by the Old South Trust in 
the Washington street lots bounded 
by Spring lane and Milk street, one 
familiar old landmark will pass away 
from that locality. This is the house 
of J. L. Fairbanks & Company, 
which has held the same quarters. 288 
Washington street, Boston, for the 
past ninety-two years. The house 
moves only a short distance away, 
occupying by the middle of July five 
fioors and a basement at 11 and 13 
Franklin street. 

Among the stationers of Boston 
such permanency of location is not 
only remarkable, it is tinparalleld. A 
history of the house which has held 
it will at this time, be interesting. 
Iu the latter part fof 1797, or the be- 
ginning of the year 1798, Benjamin 
and Josiah Loring, twin brothers, 
were established together as book- 
binders on Water street, between what 
are known as Congress and Devon- 
shire streets. In 1800 the brothers 
separated. Josiah removing to Devon- 
shire street, thence to School street 
in 1807. In 1810 he removed to 1 
South row or Marlborough street, 
now known as 288 Washington street. 
In 1839 he took into partnership W. C. 
Eayrs, until the death of Mr. Loring 
in 1841. J. L. Fairbanks, who had 
from a boy been employed by the 
firm, then became associacd with Mr. 
Eayrs, under the firm name of ICayrs 
Fairbanks. In 1861 Mr. Eayrs re- 
tired, Mr. Fairbanks continuing the 
business on his own account. In 1869 
Horace G. Tucker, who had been iu 
the employ of the firm since 1837, 
became a partner under the firm name 
of J. L. Fairbanks A Co. 

On the death of Mr. Fairbanks in 
1875, K. II. Whitney associated him- 
self with Mr. Tucker, continuing the 
business commenced by Mr. Loring 
iu 1800. under the firm name of J. L. 
Fairbanks A Co. In May 1888 Mr. 
Abner K. Pratt of Newton Centre, 
who had been iu their employ since 
1868, was admitted as a partner. Mr. 
Pratt is the only surviving member 
of the firm, Mr. Tucker having re- 
tired on Jan. 1, 1891, after fifty-five 
years of earnest and untiring effort, 
which was crowned with great suc- 
cess. He died iu August, 1899. The 
other member of the firm, E. II. Whit- 
uey, died in May 1899. A striking 
example of long and faithful service 
is that of P. A. Lyons, who has 
charge of their bindery, and has been 
in the employ for the long period of 
fifty-one years. It is hoped by 
friends of the firm the new location 
of the old house will prove as per- 
manent an abode as 288 Washington

CAR DERAILED BY STOWE 
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One of the big Norumbega Park 
cars of the Commonwealth avenue 
line of the Bouton A Suburban street 
railway was badly wrecked in an ac- , 
cidcnt of a most peculiar character on 
the boulevard near Wamvinet stock j 
farm. West Newton, Wednesday after- 
noon. 

From what can be learned a huge 
rock, weighing several tons, was 
thrown up by explosives from an ex- 
cavation {north of the west bound 
tracks,) which is being prepared for 
the extension of the Sudbury acque- 
duct of the Metropolitan waterworks. 
This massive stone lay almost upon, 
it is said, one of the rails. The blast- 
ing occurred sometime after 12. 

About 1 a westbound car, with a 
comparatively small load of passen- 
gers, came along the rails and before 
it could be brought to a stop crashed 
into the obstruction and was derailed. 

In the araasnup the forward dasher 
of the car was wrenched off and the 
standards that support the roof were 
ripped from under for fully a third 
of the length of the car. This caused 
the roof itself to give wav. 

It is reported that the passengers 
were badly shaken-up but what in- 
formation that has been given out it 
is learned that only an unknown 
woman was slightly injured. 

Wedged against the rock it was 
several hours before workmen were 
able to remove the car. So great was 
the force that brought the car against 
the stone no little ingenuity was re- 
quired to clear the rails of this 
strange obstruction. 

A feature of the case that has 
aroused discussion is that several 
westbound cars had come up wit'iin 
a short distance of the obstruct on 
prior to the accident but had avoided 
delay by transferring passsengers to 
cast bound cars.

The New York papers report that | 
I the Health Department of that city 
has seized as dangerous to health 
nearly two tons of cheap mixtures 
■ sold for baking powder, and dumped 
them into the offal scow to be de- 
stroyed. More of the powder was 
found in a Sixth avenue department 
store. The report of the analysis of 
i the Heath Department stated that it 
was an “alum baking powder" con- 
taining alum and pulverized rock. 

The different Health Authorities 
seem to have different ways of re- 
pressing the sale of bad baking pow- 
ders. In England they have prose- 
cuted the grocers under the general 
law and broken up the traffic. In 
Missouri the sale of alutu baking 
powder is actually prohibited by law. 
In New York they seize the unwhole- 
some stuff ami cast it into the river. 1 
without any discussion. The latter 
way is certainly effective. 

The alum ' baking powders are 
usually offered at a low price, tea to 
twenty cents a pound, or with some 
prize, as a temptation to the house 
wife. 

1 Consumers can protect themselves 
by buying only high-grade baking 
p iwder of established name and repu- 
tation. Do not be tempted by the 
grocer to take something else as 
“just as good’’ or *our own brand," 
for the trials show that the grocer 
I himself is often deceived by uiiscrup- 
j ul ou.s makers and is selling an alum 
poivder without knowing- it. 
i There arc several good powders on 
the market; let the housekeeper in- 
sist on having what she knows is 
right, and not he induced to risk the 
life of the family for an imaginary 
saving of a few cents.

Many desirable locations for lots are 
now graded and ready for sale at 
prices ranging from $1.33 to $3.16 per 
square foot.

RKl’UUT OK THK TRUSTEES. 

As reported by your Treasurer, our 
fund for care of lots is now $134,474.96 
In 1866 one hundred dollars was left 
by Mr. Elisha Field for tf?e protection 
of his lot. In 1873 a vote was passed 
by the Corporation that no lot after 
that date should be sold without per- 
petual care, and from this small begin- 
ning yon have the present fund. 

We have nearly two hundred lots ! 
still unprotected, and the Trustees 
would urge the advisability of all 
who can, putting their lots under 
perpetual care at once. 

From the first our cemetery has 
been noted for neatness atid good 
taste in the care of the grounds, and 
no burial place for the dead stands 
higher in the state than our cemetery.

ACROSS THE CONTINENT. 


June 9th, 1902. 

Dear Graphic: — I left Boston Thurs- 
day afternoon, June 5th, on the West 
Shore Railroad, which is leased to 
the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad, and runs in connec- 
tion with the Wabash line. The num- 
ber one Continental Limited, solid 
vcnibule train, pulled out of the Union 
station at one o’clock and went through 
Cambridge, Waltham, Concord and 
Fitchburg to Greenfield, then through 
the beautiful Deerfield valley and 
Hoosac Man n tains to Hoosac tunnel. 
This handiwork of man’s ingenuity 
and skill was bored through the base 
of Hoosac Mountain, is 4 ; l .f miles in 
length and takes nine minutes to go j 
through. The bustling community 
of North Adams is beyond and from i 
there a two hours’ ride brought us to 
Rotterdam junction. The ride from 
this point through the Mohawk Val- 
ley was taken at night and was by 
Utica, Syracuse, Rochester, Buffalo, 
the Niagara Fails and Suspension- 
bridge At Buffalo, the American cus 
tom house officials tagged our bag- 
gage before we crossed the line to the 
Canadian side. Friday morning was 
spent in passing through a small 
part of King Henry’s dominions. 
An attractive, rolling country, dotted 
with farms with here and there a 
town of a few houses and a church 
I or two. The ground shows evidences 
of considerable richness and the 
crops and grass lands are well ad- 
I vanced for the season. At Windsor 
, the train was run onto a ferry boat 
[ and crossed over Lake St. Clair to 
| Detroit, reaching there at 7.30 Cen- 
tral time, one hour earlier than East- 
I ern time. From Detroit to Chicago 
I we passed a corner of Ohio at Mont- 
1 pelier, crossed over the entire state 
of Indiana at the most northern part 
i and into Illinois, about 30 miles 
I from the boundary line At Chicago 
the first stage of the journey was 
J completed and 989 miles had bee n 
I covered. A transfer in a bus was 
quickly accomplished and a short 
time later I left Chicago on the great 
Rock Island route enroute for Denver. 
At Joliet, forty miles out, came the 
first serious delay on the trip, A 
small stream of water called Hickory 
Creek flows ‘near the town and a one 
point is or rather was the Red Mil- 
dam. A cloud burst on Monday re- 
sulted in this dam being washed away 
and several showers later in the 
week raised the stream to a roaring 
torrent. Several people were killed, 
houses washed away, and part of the 
railroad bed was made unsafe. Final- 
ly we were on our way again, after 
an hour* delay and next morning 
reached Des Moines, Iowa, having 
passed Ottawa. La Salle, Grinnell, 
famous for its Univeristy and Rock 
Island in Illinois. The trouble we 
had had at Joliet still followed us. 
the cloud hurst proved to have been 
wide spread and had left much water 
in its wake. Near Council Bluffs, 
whole fields were covered and beyond 
Omaha for a distance of several 
miles the track was invisible. All 
this made delay and the prospect of 
reaching Denver, Saturday night 
seemed very remote. At Lincoln, is 
located the capital of the state of 
Nebraska, a city of 50,000 population, 
and tiie home of Col.WilliainJeiinings 
Bryan. Here is published the Com- 
moner, of which Col, Bryan is the 
editor. A little way out of the city 
in the far distance a courteous rail- 
road official pointed out Col. Bryan's 
handsome residence, which is in pro- 
cess of erection and will be the finest 
house in the place. This is the land 
of magnificent distances and in 
many ways things seem inappropri- 
ate; for instance, in the East a citi- 
zen owns an acre of land on which 
is a large house, a fanner has a hun- 
dred acre farm on which is located a 
commodious dwelling, but out here 
a farmer will own from 500 to 1000 
acres and will live with his family 
in a miserable shack of two rooms 
hardly big enough and not good 
enough for a stable. The zig zag 
style of fence is used much through 
this region and the appearance of 
life in the farm of cows, horses, 
i mules, jack rabb its, prairie dogs and 
coyotes made the scene most inter- 
esting. The train reached Denver at 
12.45, four hours late and all the 
tired passengers soon found accom- 
modations at the many excellent 
hotels. The city is about 45 years 
old, has u population of 150, 000 and 
i* a combination of modern city life 
and stye and of its early days when 
it was nothing but a rough mining 
town. Several Newton people are lo- 
cated here for business or health 
reasons. The financial strength of 
the place lies largely in the patronage 
of tourists and of the lungers, an 
ugly name by wnich they describe 
those suffering from lung troubles. 

When one’s name is given the first 
question asked is “What was it, 
Back East,” for so many fugitives 
from justice have come here under 
assumed names that they think all 
have done the same. On a clear day : 
from the dome of the capitol building 
the eye can take in a range of 250 
miles of mountain scenery and the 
cloud effects at sunset are very fine. 
The law is not enforced as it should 
be, often people are shot or robbed 
in the street, and but little is done 
to stop it; the police force is inade- 
quate and the payment of money will 
close the mouths and cloud the 
memories of all who know of any 
trouble. I did not see a policeman 
but once while in the city aiul he was 
loafing around the office of a hotel. It 
is quite common to see a mail minus 
an eye and with a badly scarred 
countenance, the result of fights in 
tile past. The houses are largely of 
brick ami most of them are but a story 
anil a half high. The popular place 
for picnics is in the cemetery ami on 
Sundays, holi days and evenings the 
pleasure resorts are well patronized. 
Among these are the Brown Palace 
Hotel. State House, Court House, 
park, Manliatteu Beach, ElUcli’s Gar- 
dens, where Miss Lillian Lawrence 
and Mr. John Mason, so popular with 
Boston theatre goers, are playing an 
engagement, the Smelters, and the 
United States Mint. Monday after- 
noon I took the train on the Denver 


and Rio Grande and came to Colorado 
.Springs, an attractive ride of two 
and one half hours. The Springs, hr 
everyone calls it, and its surrounding 
scenery is one of the most beautiful 
spots it has been my privilege to 
visit. Like all the modern western 
cities the streets arc broad and well 
kept; there arc many handsome busi- 
ness blocks and fine hotels arc numer- 
ous. The place has grown cn*ch year 
in popularity as a winter and sum- 
mer resort and will continue to grow 
as the travelling public learns of its 
value from a health standpoint, and 
! for the numerous points of interest 
in the vicinity. Few Eastern people 
realize what it means when mention 
is made of the presence of lawns and 
foliage in such a citv as the Springs, 
but the fact is that to have such 
things here means the greatest care 
and patience. Prairie land is rich 
but dry, and water is not so abundant 
that every citizen owns a hose which 
is used without stint and here the 
city has put its sluice ways along the 
sides of the streets, where we have 
I our gutters. These arc flushed with 
water at certain times each day and 
in this manner the process of irriga- 
tion is carried out. In my next letter 
I will describe the Springs more 
fully, the mining district at Cripple 
Creek, and some of the natural won- 
ders of the region.

Fourth of July. 

In 1840 and 1845 in Boston city was 
celebrated by the boys of 10 to 18 
years of age by firing off of Chinese 
crackers, (pistol size the largest used), 
torpedoes, and small brass camion. 
No boy was allowed to make any 
kind of loud noise on the night of 
the 3rd of July in the street, or back 
yard. Anyone offensively trying to 
test the ability of the constable, (no 
police then), any one maliciously bent 
on disobeying the law, would be 
jerked out of his bed and walked to 
the watch house. 

I have known of boys who would 
throw fire crackers from an upper 
window — only to soon find their door 
bell rung by a vigilant and 
their parent, promising all kinds of 
guarantee that it would not happen 
even once more. No fish horn then. 
No other unearthly instrument of 
ear torture was tolerated. Any man 
or boy shooting off a gun, or common 
pistol. (this was before revolvers were 
invented,) would cause almost a riot 
among the nearby residents. But 
on the morning of the 4th at four 
' o’clock, then the boys were given full 
swing and people rejoiced with them, 
and the fun began, all people arose 
early, (having slept soundly owing to 
I the goodness of the boys), and pre- 
1 pared for the day in excursions into 
the country, or to go to the Boston 
Common, and then it was the thing 
to do, “go onto the Common,” rich 
and otherwise all went to the Demo- 
cratic Common to meet and see the 
fun. Flag staff Hill next to Frog 
Fond, where is now the soldiers' 
monument, was the only spot on 
which the boys were allowed to fire 
off, grass hoppers, serpents, fire crack- 
ers, any boy who dared to “let ’em 
ofl' on any other part of the grounds 
would catch it hot from some of the 
crowd. Hut the grand conclusion to 
the day in every boys’ and girl’s mind 
was to see the lire works in the even- 
ing. Then the crowd had to stand 
between Tremont street Mall and Bea- 
con street, with faces turned toward 
Beacon street Mall. This made the 
enclosure of the fireworks on rising 
ground and proved a favorite location. 
All the people, young and old, turned 
out “to see the fireworks.” Boston 
had so few foreigners than that they 
were not in evidence. It was all Bus- 
tou Americans. I want all of the 
Newton boys to read this informa- 
tion. Ex-Bostonian.

JULY 4TH. 

For several years the line between 
boyish patriotism and that of hood* 
lumism on the night preceding the 
glorious Fourth has not been clearly 
defined, and as the emphasis has 
■usually been put upon the acts of 
vandalism by the more sober minded 
^citizens, there is a strong feeling in 
the community that radical action 
should be taken by the authorities to 
repress every evidence of celebrating 
our national birthday until day light 
at least. The result heretofore has 
been that more hoodlumistn has been 
incited by this policy as it is human 
nature for boys to do that which they 
are told they must not do, and it be- 
comes an act of boyish bravado to 
dodge the policeman. 

There is no very great harm done in 
allowing the boys to dispose of their 
surplus energy in making as much 
noise as they please, even as early as 
midnight on the day of days. The 
com nuuity can afford to be lenient in 
this respect on one day in the year. 
But the line should be sharply drawn 
at noise. The police would do far 
more effective service if they let the 
noise maker alone and devoted their 
entire attention to the mischief mak- 
er whose destruction of property has 
caused all the odium to attach to the 
celebration of Independence Day. 

The action of the school board in 
continuing the one session plan in the 
Bigelow school will be approved by 
the maiority of parents in that dis- 
trict, who feel that the greater con- 
venience of the one session is more 
important than the possible mental 
and physical strain involved in the 
five hours’ continuous application to 
school work. 

To these parents who feel that the 
health of their children is paramount 
to the demands of dancing or music, 
the result is far from satisfactory, 
and the agitation will undoubtedly be 
continued in season and out of season 
until the danger to health is entirely 
eliminated from school work. 

The difficult? in the matter of toilet 
accommodations in Nouantum square 
seems to be in the way of adjustment, 
as Mrs. Brickett has now complied 
with the law and has fitted up a con- 
venient lunch room, with a new gas 
range.aml proper appliances to enable 
her to legally petition for a common 
victualler’s license. 

As the board of aldermen has 
practically committed itself to grant 
such license when the legal require- 
ments were fulfilled.it would not only 
be a breach of good faith to now re- 
fuse to do its part, hut would entail 
very great hardships to the travelling 
public, and continue an intolerable 
nuisance in that part of the city. 

The town of Weston has refused a 
location to the Waltham St. Kwv. Co. 
to the Concord street bridge, and 
thereby furnishes an additional 
reason why the Concord street loca- 
tion in Newton to that Company should 
be rejected. If grunted in Newton, 
■and with a location in Waltham, it 
iwouM be then he possible for the 
Company to obtain the Weston loca- 
tion by appeal to the Railroad Com- 
missioners. Residents of Weston are 
therefor greatly interested in the 
action of our board of aldermen next 
Monday evening. 

The excellence of the music at 
the many graduating exercises at the 
public schools this week lias been the 
subject of much favorable comment. 
Mr. Walton is evidently the right 
man in the right place. 

The new time table on the steam 
railroad shows evidence of a desire 
on the part of the Company to give 
better train service to the city, and 
we hope that still better and cheaper 
service to Boston is iu the very near 
future.

He must have done a great 
deni of thinking last winter for while 
the other bears scramble for peanuts 
and candy thrown onto the pit “Wise 
Ben” has a way of sticking right paw

FURTHER TEST 

Of One Session Plan In 
Bigelow District. 

School Board So Decides At 
Its Meeting. 

At its meeting in the old Clnffin 
building at Newtonvillc, Wednesday 
evening the school board considered 
a number of important subjects. 
Among the nominations and confir- 
mations came the re-appointment of 
Supt. of Schools Albert B. Fifield, 
who was unanimously re-elcctcd. 

Mr. H. E. Bothfeld, representing 
the chairman of the joint committee 
of Wards One and Seven members, 
reported in favor of the continuance 
of the one session plan in the Bige- 
low district. He offered an order to 
that effect. On this subject there 
was much discussion. Mr. Bothfeld 
stated that the experiment had been 
a good test and that all interested 
parties had been interviewed a9 well 
as given a hearing. 

Different phases of the case were 
then considered and finally the order 
was adopted to the end that a further 
test be made. The vote was 11 to 3. 

Other orders of a similar nature were 
adopted and will affect the Oak Hill 
school and Roger Walcott school at 
Waban. At the Thompsonville school 
it was decided that the afternoon ses- 
sions should remain from 1 to 3 1 
o’clock and no change made. 

Edward L. Durfee was appointed a 
junior master at the High school at a 
salary of $1200; Kenelm Winslow, a 
submaster at the Hamilton grammar 
school at a salary of $750; Ann M. 
Robinson, first assistant at the Wade 
grammar school at a salary of $700; 
Jane E. Stoddard, an assistant at the 
Horace Mann school at a salary of 
$650, and Mary A. Oliver an assistant 
at the Mason Grammar school at a 
salary of $650. 

A petition signed by A. C .Warren 
and others requesting the use of the 
manual training room of the Pierce 
building for a summer school during 
July and August, was granted.

State House Letter. 


(Special to tbe Graphic) 

Boston, June 25. 

Unless something unexpected occurs 
this will be the last communication 
from your correspondent as to the 
proceedings of the Legislature of 1902. 
Only a few belated bills remain to 
be acted upon and by a cross cut or 
two prorogation may come at any 
hour, although the obstinacy of a few 
men may delay it for some days yet. 

On Monday the Boston subway bill 
came up in the House for final action 
on the amendment of the Senate 
striking out the provision that only 
United States citizens should be em- 
ployed in the work of constructing 
the tunnel under Washington street. 
During the debate which was pro- 
voked on the matter Mr. Bullard of 
Newton pointed out that the insertion 
of the labor clause in the subway bill 
would enormously increase the ex- 
panse and endanger its acceptance 
oy the directors of the Boston elevated 
railway company, who must take 
this action before the measure will 
be in a position to be voted upon by 
the people of Boston. Probably the 
estimate of the transit commission- 
er that this expense would be $l,2uo, 
ooo in addition to its cost if built by 
the same methods as were pursued 
in the construction of the Treinont 
street subway, is not seriously out 
of the way. There was quite a de- 
bate on the matter in the House, 
though not all was said which might 
have been said in pointing out the 
way the labor section would have 
embarassed the transit commission 
and contractors, as in constructing 
a deep tunnel as is proposed by the 
joint action of the associated boards 
of trade, the elevated railway people 
and the Legislature, it will be neces- 
sary to employ a great many miners 
who are “not likely to be citizens. 
The labor men in the House insisted 
so strongly upon the retention of the 
labor clause that they carried their 
point by a vote of 94 to 92, thus pro- 
ducing a deadlock which called for 
the appointment of a conference com- 
mittee as the only method of securing 
an agreement. There may be some 
who will question the absolute hon- 
esty of the majority on this point; 
Mr. MacCartney of Rockland pointed 
out with great candor, as well as 
with some sarcasm, that however the 
vote might go on Monday ultimately 
the House would be compelled to 
concur through the action of the con- 
ference committee. Everybody real- 
izes that with the majority in the 
Seiiate as strong as it is for the re- 
jection of the labor clause, there is ro 
probability that any conference com- 
mittee could report in favor of the 
Senate receding, while with the 
House, practically divided evenly on 
the question doubtless the conference 
committee’s report in favor of the 
House receding would be immediate- 
ly accepted. Thus it will be seen that 
the men who are looking for the 
vote of the labor contingent in Bos- 
ton were able to stand by their colors, 
while absolutely certain that this 
action would not defeat the ultimate 
approval of the subway bill. Once in 
a while it happens that men cannot 
take this kind of action with safety, 
but the conditions in this case were 
somewhat peculiar. * 

With the opening of the week, 
caiue a new issue for adjudication. 
It came in on the petitions of Mayor 
Dean of Malden, (Hines of Somer- 
ville, Larrabee of Melrose, Bruce of 
Everett and Shepard of Lynn, who 
asked that an emergency bill be 
passed to permit the local authorities 
to go upon pri vate land iu the work 
of subduing the gypsy and brown 
tail moths, the expense incurred tu 
become a lien upon the property. The 
cause of this petition was the out- 
break, within the last fortnight, of 
colonies of gypsy moths in the cities 
north of Boston, which are repeating 
the scenes enacted in Medford in the 
early ’9o’s The prophecy of that 
staunch friend of agriculture, K. W. 
Wood of West Newton, who served 
so long upon the gypsy moth com- 
mittee, is coming true. The indica- 


tions are, however, that the rapid 
Increase of the gypsy moths under 
the policy of letting them alone is 
producing a plague quicker than even 
the members of the gypsy moth com- 
mittee anticipated. Last Sabbath 
was a day long to be remembered in 
Malden, for instance, owing to the 
battle going on between the almost 
helpless human race and the conquer- 
ing army of gypsy moths. However, 
it should be added that if the Legis- 
lature iu its haste passes the bill 
asked by the mayors, it will proba- 
bly regret it. as a confiscation of 
property has never been popular, and 
this could not probably be enacted 
with due consideration. Cambridge 
has managed her insect pest through 
municipal action, the expense coming 
from the general tax levy, and this 
is the only right way to do it, 
although the writer is as strong in 
the opinion as he ever has been, that 
the Commonwealth has neglected its 
plain duty in not continuing the 
work of gypsy moth extermination 
when it was on the high road to ab- 
solute success. 

The Senate has very wisely re- 
ferred over to the next General Court 
a bill to require street railway com- 
panies to pay a part of the cost of 
improving highways upon which they 
have locations. The indications are 
that like action will be taken on the 
bill to require street railway com- 
anies to ply a part of the cost of 
building or repairing bridges on 
highway upon which they have lo- 
cations. or that it will be materially 
amended. The feeling has been that 
this class of expenditure was wisely 
taken care of m the street railway 
act of 1898, and a long and bitter 
contest would have been prevented 
had there been an insistance on ac- 
tion this year upon the measure. 

As he looks back upon the work of 
this year Representative Dana has 
very little, if anything, to regret. 
With the possible exception of Rep- 
resentative Schofield of Malden, no 
member of the House in recent years 
has compelled a more universal sense 
of confidence b}- his wise and patri- 
otic service than has Mr. Dana. Fie 
has never chosen the easy work; as a 
member of the committee on the 
judiciary; as one of the most indus- 
trious members on special committee 
on the consolidating and arranging 
of the public statues, as chairman of 
the insurance committee this year in 
addition to his services as a member 
of the judiciary, the work which has 
come to his hands has been of a tech- 
nical, intricate, nature. He has never 
played to the galleries, but again 
and again has arisen in his place 
to urge the House to go slow in re- 
gard to unwise and improper legis- 
lation. to consider the Constitutional 
aspect of questions which again and 
again come up, and to be a conser- 
vative body, rather than one governed 
bv prejudice or the eloquent appeals 
of men who were unable lo see clearly 
the absolute result of the course hey 
favored. 

The work of Representative Bullard 
has been of a different nature from 
that of Representative Dana and they 
have touched elbows on only a few 
of the issues which have come up. 

Two years ago, the chairmanship 
of the railroad committee carried 
with it an immense responsibility be- 
cause of the railroad lease questions 
then under consideration. There 
have been no such questions this 
year, but Mr. Bullard has taken all 
such matters as have come to him in 
a spirit of industry and with a desire 
to maintain the prestige of his com- 
mittee and avoid controversy wbere- 
ever he could do so. 

The last important measure to be 
passed this year, of course, will be 
the bill to provide for a state tax, 
which will be this year $1,500,000 or 
$250,000 less than last year. If Gov- 
ernor Crane claims the credit of this 
reduction, few will be disposed to 
deny that he deserves it.

How Cheap Baking Powder Is Made. 

The Health Department of New 
York has seized a quantity of so- 
called cheap baking powder, which it 
found iu that city. Attention was 
attracted to it by the low price at 
which it was being sold in the de- 
partment stores. Samples were taken 
and the chemist of the Health Depart- 
ment reported the stuff to be “an 
alum powder,” which analysis showed 
to be composed chieily of alum and 
pulverized rock. 

The powder was declared to be 
dangerous to health, and several 
thousand pounds were carted to the 
offal dock and destroyed. 

It is unsafe to experiment with 
these so-called “cheap” articles of 
food. They are sure to be made from 
alum, rock, or other injurious matter. 
In baking powders, the high class, 
cream of tartar brands are the most 
economical, because they go farther 
in use aud are healthful beyond ques- 
tion.

NEW ENGINE HOUSE

The new engine house to be built 
in the Chestnut Hill district is to be 
of brick, with limestone trimmings 
and slate and copper roof. 

There will be a hose tower 60 feet 
high and every convenience for hand- 
ling apparatus as well as for the com- 
fort of the men. 

There will be an apparatus room, 
with two wide entrances designed 
for two sets of apparatus. In the rear 
of this is the stable, with six stalls 
and a hay loft of above. The stable is 
cut off from the rest of the building 
by a brick party wall as a protection 
against fire. 

At the left of the apparatus room, 
with both an outside and an inside 
entrance, is a pleasant sitting room, 
15 by 11 feet, with toilet and lava- 
tory adjoining. Back of these, and 
opening out of the apparatus room 
are the stairs running to the second 
story and basement. 

Next to this stairway is the hose 
tower, six feet square on the inside, 
with tackle for drying hose. Beside 
this is the harness room. In the rear 
of this, and opening into the stable 
by wide door3, is a storage room for 
wagons, etc. 

On the second floor a corridor leads 
from the stairs to the front of the 
building, where the sliding pole is 
placed. 

On the left of the corridor is the 
assembly room, 27 by 14 feet. On 
the right are four chambers. This 
floor is also supplied with a bath room 
toilet room drying room, and store- 
room, which, with the hay loft, com- 
pletes the second story. In the base- 
ment provision is made for the boiler 
room and coal bin.

PEOPLE FRIGHTENED 


A SWIFTLY MOVING 1IICYCLIST DISCHARGED 

HIS KKVOLVKIt AS HK ROOK THKOUOH 

THK STREETS. 

The spectacle of a swiftly moving 
cyclist brandishing a revolver in the 
air aud occasionally discharging it, 
sent terror to the hearts of many 
pedestrians and residents on Wash- 
ington street, between Newton and 
Newtonville.late last Friday evening. 

About 10 Patrolman Richard J. 
Goode was standing in Nonantum 
square, Newton, when he saw a young 
man on a bicycle dash through Wash- 
ington street toward Newtonville. 
The patrolman directed his gaze after 
the departing wheelman and before 
the latter had passed out of sight 
Goode saw him discharge a revolver 
in the air.

With a good start, however, the 
young man on the wheel reached New- 
tonville iu advance of the car. He 
managed, though moving quite rapid- 
ly, to find opportunity to discharge 
his revolver more than once. A 
minute before he was finally over- 
hauled by Patrolman Goode, the wheel- 
man flourished his revolver in a 
group of hurdy gtirdy operators who 
were gathered on Washington street 
with their machines. 

The young man was taken to police 
headquarters and booked upon a 
charge of violating the city ordi- 
nances.

Washington Letter. 

Washington, June 23, 1902. 

History has been made rapidly in 
Washington during the past week. 
As predicted in my last letter, the 
message of the President produced 
little effect upon those senators who 
are opposed to Cuban reciprocity and 
two conferences of the republican 
members of the Senate have been 
without results. That there will be 
no reciprocal legisla f ion at'this ses- 
sion of Congress is generally conced- 
ed by its most ardent advocates. I 
Nevertheless, Mr. Roosevelt considers 
that the honor of the nation is in- 
volved and he has stated officially that 
he will not give up the fight. It is 
now deemed probable that he will 
either call the Senate in extra session 
to consider a treaty, which he will 
meanwhile negotiate with Cuba, or 
that he will submit such a treaty as 
soon as Congress convenes in Decem- 
ber. 

Last Wednesday evening the repub- | 
lican senators called a conference to 
consider the subject of the President’s 
message and the beet sugar senators 
were given ample opportunity to ex- \ 
press their views. Seventeen senators 
declared themselves irrevocably op- | 
posed to any legislation which would 
reduce the duty on raw sugar and two 
others, who were not present, had au- 
thorized a similar expression of their | 
views.

Literary Notes 

The illustrated prose article in 
Scribner’s for July represent the best 
work of such artists as Will II. Low, 
Walter Appleton Clark, A. B. Frost, 
and others among the younger men. 
Mr. Low is represented in an unusual 
way, in that he furnishes both text 
and the pictures, and moreover the 
pictures are reproduced in colors. His 
article, “In Old French Garden,” 
chronicles a unique experience. Mr. 
Low and his friend MacMonnies, the 
sculptor who has recently taken up 
painting), decided to take a house to- 
gether in rural France in order to 
spend nine months in painting direct 
from nature. To their delight they 
found a house with an old garden 
which furnished within its hounds all 
the subjects for their art, and this 
article reproduces the emotional and 
aesthetic side of an artist’s life while 
creating his works directly from 
nature. The paintings reproduced 
give many phases of life in the old 
garden. “The Martinique Pompeii” 
is an article inserted at the last possi- 
ble moment, vividly describing the 
appalling disaster at St. Pierre. Its 
author. Dr. James Robb Church, cf 
Rough Rider fame, accompanied the 
relief ship Dixie in his capacity as 
Assistant Surgeon, U. S. Army. Dr. 
Church saw everything, and pictures 
not only the terrible desolation but 
some pathetic instances of family 
life, which the ruins revealed. He 
also gives a somewhat novel explana- 
tion of the immediate cause of the 
disaster. This article is strikingly 
uersonal in its impressions. Sara 
Jeannette Dmicau, a young Canadian 
who a few years ago made a sudden 
reputation as the writer of a brilliant 
book of travel, married an official in 
India and is now Mrs. Everard Cotes. 
Last winter she accompanied Lord 
and Lady Ctirzon on their famous 
trip through Burma the region of 
Kipling’s famous song, “Mandalay.” 
Mrs. Cotea gives a brilliant descrip- 
tion of this trip, with its many 
strange Oriental pageants' in honor 
of the Viceroy. Of the many pic- 
turesque canoe brigades, which used 
to bring the furs of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company from the Far North to 
market, only one survives and in 
“The Abitibi Fur Brigade” Arthur 
Heating chronicles his adventures on 
the romantic journey made from Lake 
Abitibi south to Mattawa. Mr.

Captain Mack- 
tin in this instalment readies the 
height of his power aud dues some 
great fighting which places him iu 
the position of Vice Resident, Min* 
iistsr of War, aud Provost Marshal 


made is not carried into execution 
The conference, however, was com- 
pelled to adjourn without action and 
subject to the call of the chairman. 
Senator Allison, who told me after 
during adjournment that he did not believe 
the conference would meet “again 
soon.” Another administration sen- 
ator told me that he anticipated no 
trouble in securing the ratification of 
reciprocal treaty after the elections 
and that he felt sure that would be 
the ultimate outcome of the Presi- 
dents’ earnest efforts in behalf of 
Cuba. He said Mr. Roosevelt would 
appeal to the country, in support of 
Cuba reciprocity, on the trip he ex- 
pects to make this fall, and that he 
would not ask for support in vain. 

On Thursday, by a vote of 42 to 34, 
the Senate decided in favor of the 
Panama-Colon route for the isthmian 
canal. The test vote came on a mo- 
tion to substitute the Spooner bill for 
the Hepburn Nicaraguan bill passed 
by the House. An amendment offered 
by Senator Fairbanks was adopted, 
by virtue of which the government 
will, upon the settlement of the route 
question by the President, issue 2 per 
cent, interest bearing, gold bonds to 
the amount of 5130,000,000 to defray 
the expense of the undertaking. Un- 
der the provisions of the Spooner 
amendment, the President is author- 
ized to purchase the entire plant, 
rights, etc., of the satisfactory title 
and provided he can procure from the 
Colombian government the perpetual 
right to a strip of land six miles wide 
in the proper location, etc. Ig the 


event that he cannot secure satisfac- 
tory title or proper concessions from 
the Colombian government, he is to 
secure such concessions from thcvNic- 
araguan and Costa Rican governments 
and commence operations on that 
route. As, in any event, a treaty must 
be negotiated, with the government 
through whose territory the canal is 
to pass and must be ratified by the 
Senate, no active operations will be 
guq before the Senate has again con- 
vened. 

The adoption of the Spooner sub- 
stitute did not meet with the approval 
of the House, as evidenced by the fact 
that on Friday that body voted to dis- 
agree to the action of the Senate aud 
appointed conference on the bill. 
There is a general belief, however, 
that, owing to the lateness of the date 
and to the impossibiltiy of securing 
any reversal of the Senate’s action at 
this session, the House will eventually 
concur. 

On Thursday the House took up the 
Philippine bill, chairman Cooper 
opening the debate with an unusually 
eloquent speech. He was heartily ap- 
plauded by his auditors. As the time 
is equally divided between the parties, 
the democrats are having an oppor- 
unity to express their views but so far 
they have simply reiterated the well 
worn arguments presented by the 
democratic senators. Mr. Cooper told 
me yesterday that he expected the 
House would pass its own Philippine 
bill aiul that the differences between 
the House and Senate measures would 
have to be “thrashed out,” iu confer- 
ence. Indications are that the House 
conferees will have, at least tacit, in- 
structions not to yield to the Senate 
conferees and the possibility of a 
deadlock on the measure is the only 
cloud on the prospect of adjournment 
on ti»e 3rd of July. The House repub- 
licans will be particularly tenacious 
of the currency clause whereby the 
gold standard will he established iu 
the Philippines, which they declare 
is tile only course in harmony with 
the republican traditions. They claim 
that the Senate provision is in viola- 
tion of the tenets of the party.

June 16th, 1902. 
Dear Graphic: — My last letter de- 
scribed my trip from Boston to Col- 
orado Springs. Let me continue by 
giving a few facts about the Springs 
and its environs. The city, which is 
considered the finest in the Rocky 
Mountain region is about 30 years 
old, has a population of 35,000 and is 
known as the city of millionaires and 
of churches. There are 21 millionaires 
and 36 churches and religious socie- 
ties. The city has an altitude of 6000 
feet, about 900 feet higher than Den- 
ver, and has an ideal climate, 
there being but few sudden changes 
and an even distribution of rain dur- 
ing the year. From its broad streets, 
many of them having Indian names, 
the visitor sees a magnificent pano- 
rama of the Pike’s Peak range in the 
west for thirty miles from north and 
south divided midway by the peak it- 
self which stands in all its snowy 
grandeur 14,147 feet above the level of 
the sea. The city is just completing 
a court house costing 5300,000; a city 
hall at a cost of 5150,000; a high 
school, $125,000 and a new Methodist 
church 5100,000. The church property 
is value 1 at $750,000. Ninety per 
cent, of the mining property at Crip- 
ple Creek is owned by residents or 
companies located at the Springs and 
the Short line railroad to the Creek is 
the property of ten of the mining 
companies here and cost three million. 

It is the home of the United States 
Reduction and Refining Company and 
of the so-called mill trust, which owns 
five plants here and two mills at Col- 
orado city, adjoining, and which was 
formerly the state capital. The city 
possesses a water system costing one 
million, by which the purest water is 
piped from a crystal lake high up on 
the side of Pike’s Peak. The parking 
system is considered the best in the 
west ; 3 miles east ot the city is Palm- 
er Park embracing Austin Bluff and 
containing 300 acres; also natural 
wooded parks donated by General Wil- 
liam Palmer, former president of the 
Denver and Rio Grande and other 
railroads, and Stratton park at ihe 
terminus of the rapid transit system 
and containing 500, 000 acres; at the 
east approach to Cheyenne park is the 
Palmer boulevard connecting the park 
and city, which is sixty feet wide and 
continues five miles. One curiosity 
is a mound 123 feet above the level of 
the plain called Mount Washington, 
as the same height as that mountain 
in New Hampshire from the sea level. 
The state institute for the deaf aud 
blind, the Childs-Drexel home and 
Colorado College, of which Dr. Slo- 
cum, our City Solicitor’s brother is 
president, are located here. Two of 
the most prominent millionaires, who 
made their fortune at Cripple Creek, 
are Winfield Scott Stratton, formerly 
a carpenter and draughtsman, and 
Warren Woods, president of the 
Woods* Investment Company. I shall 
have more to say about Mr. Woods 
and his kindness to me, a little later. 
Enough of Colorado Springs statistics 
and now I will describe the side trips 
I have taken as advised in one of the 
hotel circulars. The first trip adver- 
tized is to the summit of Pike’s 
Peak on the 9 mile Cog road, which I 
omitted; the second to Cripple Creek 
and the third to the Garden of the 
Gods and South Cheyenne Canon I 
took. The excursion to Cripple Creek 
I enjoyed on Tuesday on the Short 
line, a round trip of 90 miles and I 
shall always consider June 10th as a 
red letter day in my life. The finely 
appointed train with a large number 
of passengers left from the Rio 
Grande station at eight o’clock and 
after a half hour’s ride began the as- 
cent. The road winds around the 
mountains, across deep gorges, at 
times only a bridge or trestle work 
keeping the train from going to the 
bottom, over the tops of North and 
South Cheyenne Canons and through 
nine tunnels. The entire line is an 
unparalleled scenic attraction and is 
of the most marvelous engineering 
feats of the century. Winding trails 
could be seen across the mountains, 
glimpses could be had frequently of 
the valley looking like some great in- 
land sea and often by leaning out of 
the window one could look down more 
than a thousand feet to the road at 
the bottom, the distance makiug it 
appear like a narrow brown ribbon 
winding in and out on its circuitous 
way. The presence of iron in large 
quantities is in evidence everywhere 
and with the greys of the rocks and 
various shades of green of the foliage 
shaded and lightened by the sunlight 
or shadow made a beautiful picture 
long to be remembered. Many miners’ 
cabins were passed, and when the 
statement is made that in winter sixty 
feet aud often more of snow packs 
down in the canons the tourist begins 
to realize what it means to live iu 
such a place, practically cut off from 
all the comforts and advantages of 
modern civilization. At several 
points the train goes around such 
winding curves and loops that the 
track not only behind and ahead can 
be seen but above and below. Some 
of the main points of interest were 
around the mountain rim, looping the 
mountain, the deep rock cuts, St. 
Peter’s Dome, the granite Sentinel 
guarding the entrance to South 
Cheyenne Canon, Point Sublime, Sil- 
ver Cascades, the Devil’s Slide, alti- 
tude 9500 feet, Cathedral Park spires, 
snow topped Pike’s Peak ; as we 
neared the end of our journey the 
town of Victor on the mountain side 
could be seen and later Cripple Creek, 
aside from the grandeur of its scen- 
ery, it is interesting to see the many 
shafts and tunnels scattered over the 
hills ami the whole Creek region pre- 
sents all the interesting features with 
all the opportunities of speculation in 
cident to the early days of rapidly de- 
veloping camps. The district is five 
miles square of the richest gold de- 
posit in the world and ten years ago 
was a cattle range. Its present popu- 
lation is about oO.OOO, and while iu 
1892 the output was only $<* 00,000 last 
year it was $25,500,000. While there 
are a few fine buildings, and many 
citizens of education aud refinement 
still the larger majority of the resi- 
dents are rough and uneducated, as 
would naturally be found in a place of 
this kind. Many of the writings of 
Bret Harte with the vivid descriptions 
of the early west will still apply to 
this reglou, its condition and people. 
In the train 1 entered into conversa- 
tion with an elderly gentleman Mho 


was out on the observation platform of 
the rear car and discovered that he 
was the president and a heavy owner 
of the Gold Coin mine, one of the 
largest and richest here. He in- 
vited me to join His party and to 
inspect the mine and when later I 
found out how hard it is to get into 
any of the mines I considered myself 
fortunate. The party left the Cripple 
Creek station on an electric car 
which runs through the district and 
alighting near the entrance to the 
mine descended to the building where 
we saw the process from the time the 
rude ore is wheeled out on the iron 
cars until the gold brick is cast. The 
ore is first ground to powder as fine 
as flour, then a certain chemical pro- 
cess is used to remove ingredients 
which interfere in the process of draw- 
ing out the gold. After a further 
chemical process the powder is 
weighed on an intricate and exceed- 
ingly fine pair of scales to find out 
the proportion of gold there is. The 
baking conies next and after several 
other processes the ore is extracted in 
all its purity. We descended to the en- 
trance to the tunnel and as the car 
was not running the party walked 
through a distance of 3800 feet, com- 
ing out by the elevator cage at the 
power house at Victor, 1200 feet be- 
low the town. This same trip was 
taken by President Roosevelt some 
months ago, who expressed in strong- 
est terms his wonder and pleasure in 
having the experience. Candles were 
used to light the way and much care 
had to be taken not to stumble on the 
tracks. The Wood’s Investment Com- 
pany, owners of the mine, have built 
near the power house a club house 
costing 575,000 for the use of the men. 
The Gold Coin Mine was purchased 
in 18% for 555.000; in 1899 it paid 

5210.000 in dividends and could not 
be bought today for S15, 000,000. It 
has the only brick 9haft house in the 
district. Cripple Creek has the only 
daily newspaper in the world con- 
ducted by and in the interest of or- 
ganized labor. It is estimated that 

14.000 miners are employed by the 
district mines whose wages aggre- 
gate more than a million dollars per 
month. Many other points could be 
written about this interesting region 
but I will refrain from giving them. 
The trip back was as interesting and 
wc all returned to our hotels in time 
for supper, a tired and happy company
